GOD  ALMIGHTY  AND  THE  NATIONS 
Arts  17:20;  Horn.  10:115;  Matt.  25:82;  28  10,20 
By  J.  F.  Tull 

In  all  of  the  passages  above  cited,  except’  Ih 
the  one  from  Romans,  the  same  Greek  word  la 
translated  "nations”.  In  the  passage  from  Ro¬ 
mans  the  term  "Greek"  Is  used  to  trans'ate  a 
word,  which  when  contrasted  with  the  term 
"Jew”  signifies  Gentile  Nations. 

In  this  day  of  democracy  and  Individualism 
there  Is  danger  that  we  may  overlook  the  fact 
that  nations  have  character  and  characteristics, 
and  that  God  deals  with  nations  aa  nations,  and 
that  nat  one  stand  or  fall  before  God,  Just  as  do 
Individuals. 

Nations,  like  Individuals  have  hearts.  That  la 
to  say,  they  have  centres  of  Judgement,  will  and 
affection;  and  these  centres  must  be  brought  in¬ 
to  harmony  with  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  else 
those  nations  will  perish  ultimately. 

The  scriptures  certainly  teach  that  the  nations 
will  be  brought  Into  Judgement  aa  nations,  and 
that  aome  will  "Inherit  the  kingdom"  and  others 
“shall  go  away  Into  everlasting  punishment".

It  Is  not  |a 
pre-mll'enlal  question,  dor  a  post  mlllenlal  ques¬ 
tion,  but  simply  the  question  of  reaching  the 
lost  world  with  the  gospel.

Just  as  universal  as  la  the  provision  which  God 
has  made  for  their  salvitlon.

The  National  Reform  Association  in  its  re¬ 
cent  call  to  the  American  people  to  meet  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  to  pray  for  the  blessings  of 
God  upon  the  Disarmament  Conference,  makes 
this  significant  statement:  “The  safety  of  the 
nations  repoaea  in  the  hand  of  Ood".  The  truth 
of  this  statement  must  be  actuallsed  and  realised 
by  the  nations  before  they  will  ever  cease  to 
strive  with  each  other,  and  before  they  will 
ever  know  why  they  exist  aa  nations.  Surely  the 
evangelisation  of  the  masses  is  an  Interminable 
task  unlesa  legislatures  and  parllments  can  be 
brought  to  realise,  and  heed  the  fact  that  they 
are  simply  agencies  for  carrying  out  the  will  of 
God  concerning  the  world 

Ood  ia  watching  the  nations  He  must  be  vi¬ 
tally  Interested  In  the  approaching  arms  par’ey. 
It  all  haa  to  do  with  His  bnaineas.  It  will  be  a 
failure,  an  Incurable  blunder,  if  He  ahou'd  not 
be  given  the  leadership  of  If. 

Now,  with  regard  to  the  relations  and  deal¬ 
ings  of  God  with  the  nation*,  they  are  several 
things  taught  in  the  acrlpturea  set  down  under 
the  caption  of  this  discussion.

A  FIGHT  FOR  RIGHTEOUSNESS 

People  of  Mississippi  bars  taken  an  interest 
In  the  efforts  of  various  fair  associations  which 
have  had  for  their  purpose  the  development  of 
the  agricultural  and  commercial  interests  of  our 
poople.  Much  good  has  been  done  by  county 
and  other  local  enterprises  to  stimulate  growth 
In  these  lines;  And  the  more  ambitious  projects 
In  Meridian  and  Jackson  have  contributed  their 
share,  in  ell  the  good  that  has  been  done  ws  re¬ 
joice  and  will  rejoice. 

But  there  ha«  been  a  growing  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  management  of  some  of  these  insti¬ 
tutions  to  fasted  on  to  the  legitimate  attractions 
06  the  fair,  certain  Immoral  and  demoralising 
elements  which  threaten  to  undo  the  good  that 
has  been  or  might  be  done  and  make  It  undesire- 
able  and  Impossible  for  these  who  love  righteous¬ 
ness  end  hate  Iniquity  to  give  these  enterprises 
their  unstinted  support.  There  have  been  chance 
games  which  pgorly  disguise  the  gambling  and 
there  are  said  to  be  shows  on  "the  pike"  which 
make  It  hard  for  a  decent  person  who  visits  them 
to  look  another  decent  person.  In  the  face  when 
they  come  out  of  them. 

We  have  heard  that  the  forces  which  stand 
for  morality  made  a  fight  on  the  operation  of 
these  shows  In  Meridian  during  the  fair  and  fin¬ 
ally  compromised  with  the  managers  by  permit¬ 
ting  the  shows  to  fulfill  their  agreements  this 
year  with  the  promise  that  they  would  be  elimi¬ 
nated  from  the  fairs  In  the  future. 

We  have  been  brought  mor*  closely  Into  con¬ 
tact  with  the  conditions  In  Jackson  during  the 
recent  state  fait.  It  was  the  announced  purpose 
of  the  ministers  association  In  Jackson  and  cer¬ 
tain  prominent  business  men,  Including  Mr.  Cliff 
McGowan  and  Mr.  Marvin  Enochs,  to  enjoin  the 
tglr  association  or  the  owners  of  the  so-called 
shows  from  running  these  gambling  machines. 
To  prevent  tblg  action,  the  fair  association, 
seems  to  consist  of  the  city  commission¬ 
ers  of  Jackson,  enjoined  tbs  parties  men¬ 
tioned  and  the  district  attorney  from  In¬ 
terfering  with  their  operation.  The  people  op¬ 
posed  to  gambling  Immediately  employed  coun¬ 
sel  who  petitioned  the  chancellor  of  the  district 
to  dismiss  the  Injunction  on  the  ground  that  It 
was  fraudulently  obtained.  The  chancellor  made 
void  the  Injunction. 

The  sheriff  then  arrested  the  men  accused  of 
running  gambling  machines  and  they  were  tried 
la  the  city  court.  Here,  It  Is  said,  the  case 
ajtslnst  the  men  arrested  was  In  the  hands  of  ■ 
same  parties  or  their  representatives  who  were 
running  the  fair.  Thay  ware  acquitted.  But 
the  forces  of  righteousness  are  not  qnlttars,  and 
their  next  move  was  to  have  arrested  the  opera¬ 
tors  of  the  wheels  for  gambling  with  minors. 
The  evidence  wss  so  convincing  that  the  circuit 
Judge  bad  the  four  men  accused  bound  over  to 
the  next  eeealon  of  court  on  n  bond  11,000  sash. 
They  are  to  answer  to  a  charge  which  If  proved 
against  them  mhy  tend  them  to  tho  penitentiary

The  men  who  are  fighting  sit  are  not  fight¬ 
ing  the  fair  and  they  hope  that  ®e  management 
of  the  fair  will  not  ally  Itself  jlth  lawbrakers 
and  corrupters  of  youth,  so  as  td  bring  dtevredlt 
and  ruin  upon  the  fair  Itself.  The  attitude  of 
some  of  them  has  given  the  fair  L  bad  advertise¬ 
ment  and  If  persisted  In  will  arrky  the  forces  of 
righteousness  against  them.  Ttfere  are  tin  bet¬ 
ter  friends  of  all  the  economical  Interests  of 
the  state  than  the  men  who  are!  fighting  gamb¬ 
ling  and  Immoral  shows.  The  ifeal  enemies  of 
the  fair  are  the  men  who  Insist  apon  identifying 
R  with  lawbreaking  and  Indecerfcy.  The  people 
of  Mississippi  want  a  clean  fair  or  they  will 
have  none  at  all.  The  remark  attributed  to  some 
of  the  city  officials  that  the  people  of  Jackson  do 
not  want  the  law  enforced  la  a  slander  that 
ought  to  put  such  slanderers  outiof  office,  and  a 
recall  hai  already  been  advocate!.  The  people  of 
Mississippi  ought  to  have  some!  assurance  that 
when  they  let  their  children  go  ko  a  fair  which 
Is  supposed  to  be  educational,  tley  shall  not  be 
confronted  with  gambling  wheel!  along  the  pike.

A  Great 

Baptist  Enterprise 


Orphanage  work  in  Mississippi,  so  long  neg¬ 
lected  has  become  one  of  the  most  Important  and 
far  reaching  departments  of  our  denominational 
work.  Twenty-live  years  ago  Dr.  L.  8.  Foster  (now 
deceased )  was  the  first  to  speak  out  his  conviction 
of  the  need  of  ahorne  for  homeless  orphan  children. 
This  conviction  expressed  throufjb  the  columns  of 
tho  "Baptist  Record,"  found  a  responsive  cord  in 
many  hearts,  and  the  people  began  to  send  In  con 
tributlons.  The  first  dollar  being  sent  by  Mrs.  Lou 

H.  Moore  of  near  Charleston  Mias,  and  for  whom 
the  first  cottage  on  our  present  site  was  named. 

Thla  was  followed  by  other  contributions,  and 
soon  Dr.  Foster  was  convinced  of  the  cooperation 
of  the  people  in  this  worthy  enterprise,  and  the 
Orphanage  was  opened,  with  three  children,  in 
a  rented  cottage  on  West  Capitol  St..  Jackcon  Miss. 
Vay  the  12th  1999.  The  first  few  years  as  la  true  of 
almost  all  worthy  enterprises,  was  a  struggle  that 
tried  the  hearts  and  aoula  of  those  who  were  most 
interested  In  It  success  but  the  hearts  of  the  people 
were  turned  more  and  more  to  the  establishment 
of  this  Institution,  and  the  erte*  of  homeless  or¬ 
phan  children  wrung  from  the  hearts  of  the  more 
sympathetic  contribution  after  contribution,  and 
the  orphanage  became  a  reality  In  our  denomina¬ 
tional  life  and  began  to  grow,  and  our  people  have 
seen  It  grow  from  this  small  beginning  to  the 
magnificent  plant  which  we  now  have. 

The  Orphanage  la  situated  at  the  end  of  Bailey 
Ave.,  one  and  one-half  miles  north  of  the  Union 
depot.  Our  plant  consists  of  112  acres  of  land 
66  of  which  are  In  a  good  state  of  cultivation, 
furnishing  much  of  the  food  for  our  children  and 
feed  for  our  stock. 

We  also  have  four  good  brick  dormitories,  to¬ 
gether  with  kitchen,  dining  room  and  chapel.  We 
have  our  own  school  building  which  will  furnish 
ample  school  facilities  for  our  children  for  year* 
to  come.  We  have  our  heating  plant  from  which 
our  dormitories  are  heated.  We  have  our  laundry, 
manual  training  shop,  grist  mill  etc.  We  have 
a  good  barn  sufficient  to  comfortably  house  our 
teams,  our  24  dairy  cows,  and  an  abundance  of  feed 
stuff;  a  concrete  alio,  gralnary.  threshing  machine 
and  engine  house. 

Our  Orphanage  plant  is  now  eaBily  worth  1150,- 
000  and  is  becoming  more  and  more  the  pride  of 
our  deomlnation.  Our  buildings  are  all  substant. 
lallf  built  and  fashioned  In  a  good  style  of  archi¬ 
tecture  and  have  a  capacity  sufficient  to  accom¬ 
modate  200  children. 

We  are  Just  completing  repairs  on  the  Jennings 
Hall,  this  building  has  been  oompletefy  over 
hauled  from  bottom  to  top,  with  the  addition  of  a 
lorge  three  story  porch  which  adds  much  to  the 
beauty  and  utility  of  the  building.  It  has  been 
veneered  with  pressed  brldk  making  it  conform 
to  the  gene  a!  style  of  architecture  of  the  other 
buildings  and  Is  the  prettiest  building  In  the  16t. 
We  call  It  "The  New  Jennings  Hall."  See  It  to 
the  right  of  the  picture  recently  published  In  the 
Hecord,  minus  the  columns  which  are  now  being 
placed. 

The  physical  aspects  of  the  Orphanagge  how¬ 
ever  with  all  Its  attractiveness  Is  not  the  most 
Interesting  part  of  our  work  by  any  mean*,  but

Our  people  have  watched  with  greatest  Interest 
a  thousand  children  as  they  have  come  up  f  om

After  about  one  month  of  education,  through 
tracts,  four  minute  speeches,  and  sermons,  most 
of  the  churches  of  Ksoxvllle,  Tennessee,  wore 
able  on  Sunday,  Octoger  9,  to  enroll  about  one 
fourth  of  their  membership,  and  the  good  work 
continues. 

Numerous  Individual  churches  In  the  different 
states  have  made  a  similar  record. 

A  very  notable  example  as  that  of  th*  First 
Baptist  Church,  Mansflpld,  Louisiana.  Following 
a  lot  of  effective  teaching  by  the  pastor  and 
loading  members,  the  General  Secretary  spdke 
twice  a  day  for  four  days  on  different  phases  of 
stewardship  to  fine  audiences.  On  Sunday  after¬ 
noon.  October  9,  forty  strong  men  went  Out 
after  a  period  at  prarisr,  to  visit  th*  membPr- 


aie— he  was  completely  down  and  out — because 
his  report  on  the  "state  of  religion”  was  ao  much 
worse  than  th*  farts.  He  thought  he  was  the 
only  worshiper  of  the  tru*,Ood  that  was  left  In 
th*  land,  whereas  there  were  actually  more  than 
7.060  What  he  needed  was  Information  and  the 
Lord  gave  It  to  him.  The  Baptist  papers  are 
constantly  telling  of  the  "more  than  7,066" 
faithful  servanU  of  God  and  of  their  triumphs 
In  kingdom  service.  The  power  of  their  exam¬ 
ple  will  be  felt  as  a  mighty  stimulus  by  every 
Baptist  who  gets  the  farts.  But.  of  course,  for 
the  paperless  Baptist  the  power  of  theee  Inspiring 
example*  will  be  exactly  sero —  because  the  pap¬ 
erless  Baptiste  will  know  nothing  of  them _ Bap¬

thk  denominational  paper 

By  J.  B.  CranflII 

When  God  sought  to  Impress  all  men  through¬ 
out  all  time  He  wrote  a  book.  The  Bible  Is  Gods 
word  to  us.  and  It  Is  the  most  remarkable  com¬ 
pendium  of  history,  literature  and  theology,  this 
world  has  ever  seen  or  ever  can  see.  If  the  an¬ 
nals  of  God's  people,  the  story  of  creation,  the 
wonderful  orations  of  Ood's  prophets  and  preach 
era  together  with  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  and 
other  discourses  of  our  Lord  had  failed  of  pre¬ 
servation  in  this  permanent  form,  we  shudder 
to  think  of  what  would  have  been  the  present 
condition  of  the  great  suffering,  sinning  world. 
This  plan  of  Jehovah  should  so  deeply  Impress 
our  hearts  tbat  It  should  Invest 

every  printed  page  of  every  religious 
and  denominational  Journal  In  the  world  with 
an  abiding  sanctity.  If  God  wrote  for  us  a 
book,  and  If  through  the  ages  It  has  run  the 
gauntlet  of  hostile  criticism  and  survived  all 
p'ana  for  Its  extinction,  it  behooves  us  to  con¬ 
sider  «yell  the  Importance  of  the  distribution  of 
the  Ilible  and  of  the  creation  and  circulation  of 
other  wholesome  Christian  literature. 

I  da  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  denomina¬ 
tional  paper  Is  the  greatest  engine  of  usefulness 
and  power  the  Baptist  denomination  has,  of 
course,  always  excepting  the  Bible  Itself.  The 
denominational  paper  is  our  medium  of  com¬ 
munication.  If  we  need  to  magnify  Its  Impor¬ 
tance  snd  high  usefulness  In  the  scheme  of  our 
denominational  activities,  all  we  have  to  do  Is 
to  close  our  eyes  and  Imagine  a  time  when  we 
had  no  Baptist  paper  In  the  world.  Where 
would  our  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  have 
been?  Where  would  great  outstanding  and  pro¬ 
gressive  provisions  for  denominational  progress 
snd  achievement  be  If  there  were  no  media  of 
communication  between  our  people?  To  ask 
these  questions  Is  to  naswer  them  with  clamant 
emphasis.  The  denominational  paper  Is  at  once 
the  medium  of  communication  between  our  peo- 
p'e,  as  well  as  the  active,  virile  and  vital  advo¬ 
cate  of  all  of  the  plans  that  are  devised  by  our 
denominational  leaders  for  the  conquest  of  the 
world. 

There  come  now  to  my  desk  every  state  Bap¬ 
tist  paper  In  America.  I  have  subscribed  for 
thew  all.  One  or  two  of  the  editors  have  de¬ 
clined  to  take  subscription  money  from  me.  but 
I  have  paid  In  money  for  each  subscription 
where  the  editor  would  accept  It.  These  ex¬ 
ceptions  are  editors  for  whose  papers  I  do  some 
writing,  and  they  think  my  writing  repays  them 
for  the  paper.  However,  that  was  not  ths  point 
In  my  mind.  I  subscribed  for  these  papefs  be¬ 
cause  I  wanted,  not  only  to  be  Informed  of  our 
denominational  movements  In  every  state,  but 
I  wanted  to  lend  a  hand  to  make  the  denomina¬ 
tional  paper  In  each  state  a  great  success.  I  not 
only  subscribed  for  these  papers.  I  psld  for  them 
I  simply  mention  this  In  order  to  assure  the 
reader  that  on  this  very  Important  point  I  con¬ 
stantly  practice  what  I  preach. 

for  years  I  was  the  editor  of  a  denomination¬ 
al  paper  myself.  It  may  not  be  out  of  the  way 
to  say  here  that  during  my  Ineumbency  as  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Baptist  Standard  It  achieved  a  circu¬ 
lation  of  thirty  thousand  copies  weekly  and  ten 
thousand  of  our  subscribers  were  Baptist  preach 
»rs  scattered  hers  and  there  all  over  the  South¬ 
ern  states,  and  Indeed  throughout  the  whole 
country.  During  my  Ineumbency  as  editor  I 
studied  the  situation  *rom  every  angle.  I  found 
that  every  cause  and  every  Baptist  preacher  and 
layman,  who  desired  to  put  something  across 
denominationally  was  quick  to  appeal  to  the 
denominational  paper  for  co-operation  and  help; 
and  moreover,  that  no  Worthy  man  or  worthy 
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cause  ever  appealed  to  the  denominational  paper 
In  vain.  Another  name  for  each  and  every  Bap¬ 
tist  paper  we  have  would  be  "The  Great  Denomi¬ 
national  Packhorse”  There  were  many  well- 
meaning  brethren,  who  loaded  my  paper  to  the 
guards,  and  rode  hard  and  often,  many  times 
carrying  surplus  baggage,  who  never  for  once 
thought  that  the  denominational  packhorse  ever 
needed  to  be  fed.  Every  brother,  every  Interest, 
every  one  who  had  some  particular  plan  In  mind, 
to  exploit  brought  his  ax  and  ground  It  upon  the 
grrat  denominational  grindstone,  while  I,  ss  ed¬ 
itor,  turned  the  crank  and  furnished  the  water 
and  lubrication  for  the  entire  process 

Happily  there  were  notable  exceptions  to  ihls 
general  rule.  Here  and  there  was  a  Baptist  pas¬ 
tor  with  a  heart  of  gold,  who  would  take  pains 
and  take  time  to  place  the  denominational  paper 
In  every  home  In  his  pastorate.  On  the  other 
hand  there  were  many  pastors  of  the  standing- 
collar  variety,  wno  felt  that,  whereas,  they  \pere 
not  too  proud  Vi  itage  all  of  their  plans  for  Ins 
Baptist  editor  to  aid  In  carrying  to  success,  yet 
they  wculd  at  no  time,  on  account  of  their  de¬ 
nominational  pri 'p  and  their  kid-  glove  d.gnity, 
lend  a  hand  to  ai?d  to  the  editor's  sun'j,;'li>a 
list,  or  to  upholl  his  hands  as  he  staggered  un 
der  ccnomlnationri  burdens  too  heavy  for  one 
heart  end  life  to  War. 

I  comp  back  to  say  that  the  denominational 
paper  la  our  greatest  denominational  asset.  I 
have  been  amased  at  the  spectacle  I  have  been 
witnessing  through  recent  eventful  years  when 
literally  millions  of  dollars  have  been  raised  and 
appropriated  for  missions,  education  and  other 
outstanding  denominational  objects,  and  that 
only  a  pittance  has  been  doled  out  to  the  editor 
of  the  denominational  paper,  through  whose  ef¬ 
forts  and  self-sacrifice  the  success  of  our  great 
missionary  endeavors  have  been  achieved. 

Do  not  think  me  wild  when  I  say  that  for 
every  million  dollars  that  Is  Invested  In  denom¬ 
inational  work  at  borne  and  abroad,  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  hould  be  Invested  In  our  de¬ 
nominational  papers  so  tbat  they  may  be  streng¬ 
thened.  re-enforced  and  so  up-held  that  they  can 
render  even  greater  service  than  thus  far  they 
have  given  to  the  great  tasks  for  which  they 
hare  so  truly  sacrificed. 

I  love  every  man  In  denominational  position 
throughout  all  our  bounds.  In  our  outstand¬ 
ing  and  great  secretaries  we  have  men  of  peer¬ 
less  character  and  boundless  Christian  enthu¬ 
siasm.  I  would  he  willing  to  follow  J.  F.  Love 
and  B.  D.  Gray  to  the  very  gates  of  hell  In  any 
quest  In  which  they  would  call  for  my  assistance. 
What  I  am  now  saying  Is  not  Intended  as  In  any 
wise  a  reflection  upon  the  leadership  of  the  great 
men  who  In  the  past  and  who  now  lead  us,  but 
I  do  declare  that  as  a  denomination  we  have 
shown  very  shortsighted  statesmanship  In  our 
attitude  toward  oour  denominational  papers. 

Only  a  week  or  two  ago  one  of  our  Southern 
Baptist  papers  came  out  with  a  half-sheet,  and 
painfully  And  pathetically  declaredthat  unless 
the  brethren  rallied  to  the  paper  they  could  not 
get  out  the  next  issue,  because  they  had  no  mon¬ 
ey  with  which  to  pay  the  printer*.  That  was  a 
disgrace  to  the  Baptists  of  that  state  and  a  cry¬ 
ing  shame  to  our  leadership  as  a  denomination 
throughout  the  wole  South.  All  of  our  denom¬ 
inational  papers  sre  In  need  of  our  help,  and 
many  of  them  are  limping  and  almost  ready  to 
faint,  becaase  the  denomination  as  a  whole  has 
not  backed  them  up.  I  am  all  the  more  tree  to 
say  these  emphatic  words,  because  I  am  not  now 
In  any  wise  connected  with  any  Baptist  paper  In 
the  world,  except  as  a  sympathetic  friend,  help¬ 
er  and  contributor.  I  konw  that  for  more  than 
twelve  foil  years  I  sweated  blood  as  a  denomina¬ 
tional  editor,  and  many  well-meaning  brethren 
stood  idly  by  and  were  consenting  unto  my  death 

Lest  this  article  shall  string  out  too  long,  I 
close  by  saying  that  every  reader  of  these  words 
should  Immediately  pay  his  subscription  to  this 
paper  and  send  In  the  name  of  another  new  sub¬ 
scriber.  sccompanled  with  the  cash.  Every 
preacher  who  reads  these  words  should  place 


this  paper  In  the  home  of  every  member  of  his 
| flook.  Every  mission  secretary,  college  presi¬ 
dent  and  other  denominational  functionary  to 
whom  these  words  shall  corns  should  see  to  It 
that  the  denominational  paper  shares  In  all  of 
his  activities,  and  receives  a  reasonable  propor¬ 
tion  of  all  the  money  that  is  collected  for  benev¬ 
olence  among  us,  to  the  end  that  his  own  and 
the  hands  of  his  co-workers  shall  beatrengtben- 
ed  and  tbelr  hearts  re-enforced  by  the  addition¬ 
al  efficiency  of  our  great  denominational  press. 
This  Is  a  vital  subject,  the  most  vital  subject 
that  can  be  discussed  among  us.  and  I  hope 
these  qords  may  call  such  attention  to  It  that 
our  editors  will  hereafter  be  able  to  hold  up 
their  heads  and  fare  forth  In  their  unseiriah  de¬ 
nominational  tasks  with  better  bank  accounts 
and  with  lighter  hearts.

Meetthg  Text.  October  1st.  till. 
Calender  Text:  Tea.  11:11 — 

"Aid  my  peopla.ahall  dwell  In  a 
npaoebble  hab  tatlon.  and  la  sure 


dwellings,  and  In  quiet  resting 
places." 

Today  we  have  another  text  be- ! 
longing  to  the  wonderful  Mlllenlal  1 
state.  Jnat  preceding  this  we  read 
some  awful  thlnga  about  the  Tribu¬ 
lation  Day*.  The  day*  when  there 
shall  come  thorns  and  briars  In  the 
land.  The  days  when  palaces  shall 
be  forsaken.  When  pestilence  comes. 
The  recent  war  gives  us  a  very  prac¬ 
tical  Illustration  of  bow  such  thing* 
can  happen  on  short  notice.  If  you 
go  to  France,  Poland,  Belgium,  Ssr- 
vla  and  some  other  places)  yon  can 
see  how  some  awful  devastation  haa 
been  wrought  by  this,  the  world’s 
greatest  war.  Palace*  have  become 
foraaken.  Forts  and  towers  hsve  been 
thrown  down.  Some  who  used  to  be 
millionaires,  living  In  palaces,  are 
glad  to  get  a  dug-out  now.  Men  who 
used  to  be  worth  million*,  are  glad 
to  get  In  the  "Bread  Line",  Then 
comes  the  wonderful  change  when 
the  King  shall  come  to  take  charge 
of  thing*.  We  believe  the  Bible 
teaches  that  the  first  event  wilt  be 
the  coming  of  Jesus  for  His  people, 
"For  the  Lord  Himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the 
volncea  of  the  arhcangel.  and  with 
the  trump  of  God,  and  the  dead  In 
Christ  shall  arise  first.  Then  we 
which  are  alive  and  remain  ahaB  be 
caught  np  together  with  them  In  the 
clouds  to  meet  the  Lord  In  the  air. 
And  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the 
Lord."  He  will  take  away  Hla  people 
that  are  ready  for  Him,  and  then  will 
follow  the  awful  day*  of  Tribulation 
to  be  brought  to  a  close  by  tbe  com¬ 
ing  of  the  Lord  to  reign  as  King. 
Then  shall  this  glorious  text  have 
glorious  fulfilment — “My  people  shall 
dwell  In  peaceable  habitations,  In 
sure  dwellings  and  In  quiet  resting 
places."  The  world  can  furnish  no 
peaceable  habitation*  now.  It  never 
has.  But  with  the  Prince  of  Peace  in 
charge  there  shall  be  peaceable  hab¬ 
itations.  Tbe  text  also  tells  us  that 
they  shall  “dwell  In  lure  dwellings.” 

The  world  has  never  furnished  a 
sure  dwelling  and  never  will.  The 
text  also  promisee  "Quiet  resting 
places."  The  world  has  never  fur- 
n'shed  quiet  resting  places  and  It 
never  will.  After  the  seeker  has 
sought  In  vain,  he  has  to  say  In  the 
words  of  the  old  hymn: 

This  world  can  never  give  the  peace 
for  which  we  sigh; 

It  Is  not  all  of  life  to  live,  nor  all 
of  death  to  die. 

“My  people,"  says  the  Lord,  "shall 
have  all  these  blessings." 

The  closing  question  Is,  “Are  you 
of  those  who  are  His  people?  Do  you 
belong  to  Him?  Are  yon  a  child  of 
God  by  faith  In  Christ  Jeans?  For 
there  Is  "none  other  name  under  hea¬ 
ven  whereby  we  mast  be  saved." 
“Christ  Is  the  end  of  the  law  for 
righteousness  to  everyone  that  be¬ 
ll  eve  th”  Hare  we  believed? 

DODGING  THE  ONE  GREAT 
FUNDAMENTAL 

World  religion  haa  many  variants. 
Whatever  Its  particular  manifesta¬ 
tion,  Its  appeal  Is  to  the  natural 
heart  of  man.  There  Is  one  Infallible 
test  for  It.  If  It  rejects  the  Incarnate 
and  atoning  Christ.  It  Is  antl-Chrtat 
religion,  appealing  to  the  natural 
heart.  If  It  confesses  that  Jeans  Is 
the  Christ.  It  Is  not  fraudulent.  Re¬ 


cently  we  found  thla  motto  on  the 
m|T  In  th  »  office  of  two  friend*  of 
ohrs,  each  a  detont  Christian  lay¬ 
man:  VF<  r  whan  the  One  Oreat 
Scorer  coi  tea  to  write  against  your 
name,  lie  writes,  not  what  you  won 
or  lost,  b  it  hojr  yon  played  the 
game."  T  is  motto  la  not  evil  for 
what  it  siys,  but  for  pnrpotlng  to 
give  the  b  isis  upon  which  God  ahull 
Judge  our  lives,  knd  then  not  doing 
it.  “How  did  he  play  the  *•“>«?’'  la 
not  the  tei  t  question  of  the  soul’s  re¬ 
lation  to  God.  Essentially^  the  test 
question  i  hall  be,  “What  did  he  do 
with  Jeeu  i  which  Is  called  the 
Chrlat?”  ‘  he  motto  Is  all  right  for 
moral*  an  1  aoclal  relationships,  but 
It  stalls  I  opelessly  In  the  mud  for 
lack  of  ch  tins  that  are  able  to  make 
the  wheel  of  the  will  grip  and  pull 
out.  The  "  )ne  Great  Scorer”  has  aald 
that  the  ^irst  Commandment  la  to 
love  the  1  ,ord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
sonl  and  i  itnd  and  strength,  and  the 
pretty  me  :to,  like  every  tingle  one 
of  the  pr  jphylatlcs  of  worldly  will 
and  wlsd<  m,  simply  and  enevttably 
dodges  th  i  fundamental.  The  subtle 
danger  of  these  world-religion  shib¬ 
boleths  Is  suggested  by  the  fact  that 
these  two  devout  laymen,  like  nine 
out  of  evi  ry  ten  of  their  kind,  look 
that  motti  In  the  face  dally  without 
ever  dreaming  that  It  dtahonoors 
God.  The]  are  even  likely  to  think 
that  the  [  reacher  who  calls  their  at¬ 
tention  tot  the  subtle  lack  in  It  Is  a 
stickler  far  "outworn  theological  for¬ 
mulas."  I*  other  words,  though  they 
do  know  JChrlst,  the  devil  Is  able 
with  sardonic  glee  to  flaunt  hla  lies 
In  thetr  very  faces  and  leave  the  Im¬ 
pression  that  hla  smart  sayings  are 
Just  an  up-to  date  expression  of 
Christianity,  j

And  she  produces  some  letters  of 
Mrs.  Edd;  ,  written  before  1906  to 
prove  It  <  ill  be  a  spite  wall.  Funny 
doings!  1  f  the  Christian  Scientists 
cannot  ge  publicity  In  one  wey  they 
do  In  anc  thef.  When  one  reads 
of  Incidei  ts  like  the  above  Christian 
Science  se  :mi  to  be  a  farclal  comedy. 
But  when  one  reads  of  Incidents  like 
the  prose<  utlon  (and  conviction)  of 
a  father  f  ir  having  allowed  his  little 
daughter  o  die  of  diphtheria  with¬ 
out  perml  ting  a  doctor  to  treat  her, 
the  farce  become*  a  tragedy.  The 
latter  occ  irence  took  place  In  New 
Jersey  In  1920.; 

Someon  i  has  defined  a  platform 
as  "somel  hlng  to  get  In  on.”  With 
the  Repn  illcans  Indeed,  so  It  has 
been.  Thi  r  will  not  need  It  to  get 
ont  on.  It  seems  likely  that  they  will 
get  throw  i  ont  of  the  window  by  the 
i  Indignant  citizens  at  the  next  con¬ 


gressional  election.  Tbe  only  thing 
which  might  havp  been  Indicated  by 
the  Republican  platform  which  haa 
been  accomplished  Is  the  rejection  of 
the  eVrsallles  treaty  and  the  League 
of  Nations.  This  baa  been  done  to  the 
astonishment  of  and  breaking  the 
promises  of  the  dlstlngulahed  pro- 
league  Republicans  who  In  writing 
told  the  country  that  the  quickest 
way  to  secure  otr  entrance  Into  the 
League  would  be  to  elect  a  Repub¬ 
lican  president.  On  that  point  tbe  plat¬ 
form  was  as  equivocal  as  the  Delphic 
Oracle.  But  consider  the  things  It 
did  promise  out  and  out. 

(})  Peace  "so  soon  as”  a  Repub¬ 
lican  congress  could  resolute  same.

(2) 
A  new  and  satisfactory  tarrlff  bill 
A  tarrlf  bill  was  ready  for  passage 
but  waa  of  such  an  outrageous  na¬ 
ture  that  the  congress  has  not  had 
the  nerve  to  pass  It  over  the  protest 
of  scandalised  constituents.  (!)

After  six 
months  of  pow-wow  the  Republicans 
hare  not  yet  been  able  to  develop  a 
measure  which  will  better  the  tax 
bill  passed  by  a  Democratic  congress 
In  haste  and  for  an  emergency. 

Np  use  to  go  Into  further  detail. 
They  have  done  nothing  but  waste 
time.  What  alls  the  "bpst  minds" 
now?  And  which  is  the  deader,  Mr. 
Wilson's  League  of  Nations  or  Mr.

INCIDENT  ON  THE  MT.  V7RNON 

Through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Sal- 
lie  8tamps.  formerly  of  the  Army 
Nursing  Corps,  who  crossed  on  this 
ship,  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  read¬ 
ing  “The  War  Log  of  the  U.  8.  8.  ML 
Versoon.”  Th*  Mount  Vernon  was. 
as  you  may  remember  formerly  the 
German  liner,  “Kronprlnsessln  Ce¬ 
celia”.  On  entering  the  service  of  the 
United  States  the  changed  her  name 
By  the  close  of  the  war  she  was  *- 
quipped  to  carry  nearly  (000  troops. 
One  trip  Indeed  wse  made  with  more 
than  7000  persons  (Including  passen 
gers  and  crew)  on  board.  The  Mount 
Vernon  had  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  transport  to  be  torpedoed 
and  brought  to  port  by  her  own  crew 
w'tbont  aslsstance.  Of  the  torpedo¬ 
ing  a'most  every  one  has  heard,  but 
another  small  occurrence  provokes 
admiration  and  amusement  The  log 
records  It  concisely  as  follows: 

“  Sunday  Jan,  20.  (191!)  Just 
before  daylight  thla  morning  a  short 


circuiting  of  wire*  lighted  the  blink¬ 
er  *  gnal  lamp*  on  the  foremnet  yard 
and  the  electrician*  available  were 
not  aucceaaful  In  putting  them  out. 
Considering  the  locality  (the  zone  of 
■ubinarlae  operation*  where  no  ahlp 
•  **  allowed  to  ehow  any  light!  it 
«aa  not  conaldered  adv  sable  to  al¬ 
io*  the  continuance  of  thl*  any 
longer  than  abeolute'y  necessary,  and 
the  momenta  were  tenee.  At  the  flret 
word  from  the  officer  of  the  deck  a 
young  cecond  claaa  seaman,  who  had 
never  been  aloft,  ran  up  the  rigging, 
runs  up  the  side  of  the  eharply  rak¬ 
ing  mast,  crawled  out  on  the  yard 
(feet  out-board,  the  yard  hav  ng  no 
foot-ropes)  and  kicked  the  lamps  to 
piece*  on*  after  the  other.  This  was 
good  to  see  In  a  green  boy  and  wa* 
Indicative  of  what  sort  ot  crew,  we 
had.  " 

It  would  be  Interesting  to  know 
the  name  and  address  of  this  "green 
boy'  who  so  dsrlngly  disposed  ot  the 
light*  aloft  which  Imperilled  the 
troop*  and  crew  aboard.  But  a*  he 
wa*  only  a  “young  second-class  sea¬ 
man"  be  Is  nameless  here  forever 
more.

I  should  not 
think  of  sending  him  to  the  moat  pi¬ 
ous  college  on  earth  If  hla  Intellect 
had  to  be  warped  by  half-baked  teach 
Ing  For  these  undergraduate  years 
I  believe  that  the  teaching  at  such 
a  college  as  I  have  chosen  la  about  as 
good  a»  It  la  anywhere.  Undergra¬ 
duates  are  not  specialist!  and  the  ad¬ 
vanced  things  can  be  gotten  later. 

The  second  of  these  forces  that 
play  on  the  young  person's  life  is  the 
physical.  Athletics  In  all  their  forms 
are  meant  to  develop  the  body,  and 
athletics  can  be  had  anywhere.

I  do  say,  however,  that  the  Integrity 
and  availability  of  the  spiritual  for¬ 
ces  ought  to  be  a  matter  of  first  dem¬ 
onstration  by  every  Institution  that 
calls  Itself  educatlonel.  There  Is  rea¬ 
son  to  suspect  that  the  academic  In¬ 
terest  n  most  of  our  colleges  Is  the 
chief  If  not  the  sole  Interest.  Educa¬ 
tion  is  the  making  of  a  man  and  he 
cannot  be  made  on  two  sides  while 
the  third  la  neglected  without  a  lop¬ 
sided  product  I  think  no  parent  Is 
asking  too  much  when  he  expects  a 
college  to  furnish  In  all  respects  the 
best  atmosphere  In  which  his  son  or 
daughter  can  unfold.  Where  iWll- 
glon  Is  considered  outside  the  acade¬ 
mic  examination;  where  religion  Is 
felt  to  be  so  Inchoate  and  uncharted 
that  the  college  cannot  really  exam¬ 
ine  It;  where  the  unspoken  but  quite 
audible  impression  Is  given  forth 
that  religion  Is  a  matter  of  Individual 
choice  and  no  great  harm  would  come 
If  there  were  no  choice  at  all;  In 
short  where  the  college  quite  frank¬ 
ly  admits  by  Its  spoken  or  unspoken 
attitude  that  It  Is  not  to  be  charged 
with  the  religious  and  moral  devel¬ 
opment  of  youth,  1  say  It  Is  high  time 
that  patrons  began  to  ask.  "What 
are  colleges  for  anyhow?’  There 
ought  to  be,  It  seems  to  me.

His 
parents  were  poor.  He  had  no  educat¬ 
ional  advantages  He  has  amply  made 
up  for  this  however,  having  a  keen 
sense  of  the  value  of  knowledge,  and 
giving  to  others  what  was  not  given 
to  him.  The  study  of  English  is  beln 
eagerly  pursued  by  himself  and  his 
officers,  and  he  will  soon  pick  it  up 
If  he  goes  to  England,  as  he  wishes  to 
do. 

He  entered  the  army  as  a  common 
soldier.  In  1900,  as  a  ntneteen-year-old 
recruit,  he  was  present  (on  duty),  but 
only  as  an  onlooker,  at  the  Boxer  mas¬ 
sacre  of  missionaries  at  P^otlngfu. 

This  was  bis  first  contact  with 
Christianity.  It  made  a  deep  Impres-, 
eion  on  him.  The  Impression  was' 
strengthened  by  further  contact  with  a 
medical  missionary,  who  cured  him  of 
a  poisoned  tore  and  charged  nothing, 
bnt  told  him  of  the  love  of  Qod,  who 
had  sent  him  to  boal  the  sick.  There 
la  no  doubt  that  medical  missions  have 
been  one  of  the  best  possible  Instru¬ 
ments  for  winning  the  Chinee#  to 
Christianity,
